Initial report of 
water study in 


The Wilmington Water and 
Sewer Commissioners received 
the first interim report last week 
of a study being conducted to 
determine the area and 
availability of water supplies in 
Wilmington. Technically the 
study is of the aquifer, under the 
town, 

Bart Paulding, engineer 
from Acton displayed a map of 
Wilmington that seemed to have 
the measles. The map was of 
places in which test holes have 
been drilled and the level of 
water in each of these places. 
Not all drill holes were shown, 
but those shown were from all 
over town. 

The idea is to determine not 
only what the water levels are, 
but also the directions in which 
the water is flowing, and 
ultimately, the best sites for 
future wells. The study will 
continue 

A letter was received from the 
State Department of En 
vironmental Quality 
Engineering (DEQE) saying 
that North Reading may .draw 
500,000 gallons of water per day 
from its new well on the old 
Salem - Lowell Railroad bed, 

the Wilmington - North 

ding line. North Reading 

y also draw another 80,000 

gallons per day from “satellite 
wells to that well 

Over the past few years there 
has been controversy about that 
well, which is only about 700 feet 
from the Salem Street well in 
Wilmington, The Salem Street 
well is authorized to draw one 
million gallons of water per day 
The well is located close to 
Gowing Brook, where it joins 
Martins Brook. Wilmington has 


been drawing only 700,000 to 
800,000 gallons per day, because 
of the possibility of increasing 
the amount of iron oxide (rust) 
in the water. It is feared that the 
additional draw of water by 
North Reading, will hasten the 
iron rust accumulation. 
Eventually such a well becomes 
useless. The water turns brown 
and the users become unhappy 
There had been a meeting on 
Nov. 16, he said, It was made 
clear, he thought, what the 
consequences would be if North 
Reading were to get over 400,000 
gallons per day 
. There is, in North Reading, a 
large area, behind the Pinewood 
Gardens, where there should be 
a very good supply of water. 
North Reading, he charged, was 
unwilling to do anything about 
it, That town, he said, could 
build a water purification plant 
there to combat iron oxide, just 
as Wilmington did on Butters 
Row, and have a good supply of 
water, without hurting other 
towns 
‘The trouble with North 
Reading is that it doesn't do any 
planning. It is almost as bad as 
Tewksbury.’ 
ater in the meeting Smith 
to speculate on con 
structing a water purification 
plant in North Wilmington to 
connect the three well fields, 
Browns Crossing, the Barrows 
well field, and the Salem Street 
well field.

France Hiller sold her 
laboratory at 24 Tremont Row, 
in Boston some time in the mid 
1890s, By so doing a source of 
wealth was no longer hers. The 
employees had apparently been 
robbing her ever since the death 
of Dr. Hiller; the Boston Globe 
stories to the contrary. That 
paper several times had stories 
talking of her abilities as a 
“businesswoman.” 

The sale of the laboratories 
led her to put greater emphasis 
on income from other sources. 
Henry Hiller second became 
interested in real estate and she 
began to be more interested in 
the cranberry bog which is now 
Rotary Park in Wilmington 

Growing cranberries is not 
exactly a staid business, at least 
as far as prices are concerned 
France made a determined 
effort to make the cranberry bog 
pay, in those mid 1890s. She also 
decided to buy land further 
south in Massachusetts. The site 
she decided on was in Wellfleet 

Oral tradition in Wilmington 
says she owned cranberry bogs 
in Weymouth. That is evidently 
wrong. She bought land in 
Wellfleet, and became the owner 
of one or maybe more cranberry 
bogs. She also had a weekend 
cottage built for herself and 
Henry second 

The Wellfleet bogs would have 
a longer season.

Later the railroad sold 
the property and a new owner 
added on the rest of the house 
plus a barn. 

I seem to notice wooden pegs 
possibly used in the construction 
of the barn, In the dining room is 
a shallow fire place with a clasp 
on one side. Beside the fure place 
is a dutch oven, and under it is 
what I believe is a warming 
oven, The fire place - oven had 
been walled up for nearly 50 
years when I had it opened out of 
curiosity 

Al one time the-floors were 
wide boards, but my father 
made many changes to improve 
the place 

T have not seen the place on 
any of the old maps that you

The house in which you live may 
be presumed to have been the 
home of J.A. Ames, who owned a 
grocery store, ete in Wilmington 


Center (i.e. Wilmington 
Square) 
You report a ‘shallow’ 


fireplace. That dates your home 
as being built subsequent to 1785 
or 1790. The shallow fireplace, 
with a curved back, was the 
invention of Benjamin Thomp- 
Son, who later became Count 
Rumford in Bavaria. His home 
in North Woburn is an in- 
teresting museum. 

Some time about 1870 the 

Boston and Lowell Railroad 
owned the place and the repair 
gang, as you report, had what is 
the kitchen for headquarters, At 
least that is the guess, because 
the house was the north limit for 
their work, the southern 
being the Walnut Hill railroad 
station in East Woburn, 
‘apt. George McIntosh was 
the boss of that gang. He was a 
former shipmaster, of whom the 
Town Crier has written. He lived 
a quareter of a mile down the 
street toward Woburn. 

One of the men in his gang at 
that time seems to have been 
Rudolph Porter who became the 
gang boss (or captain, as it was 
called) when George Mcintosh 
retired. 

J.A. Ames owned a con- 
iderable amount of property in 
Wilmington. To trace his 
property ownership is not easy, 
on that account. But it can be 


traced by a diligent person who 
wishes to spend time at the 
Registry of Deeds in Lowell.

In the fall 
too, they took the train to Boston 
and went down on the Old Colony 
Railroad, to oversee the har- 
vesting of cranberries, this after 
the Wilmington bog had been 
harvsted. 

France did this on borrowed 
moneyX to the immense 
dissatisfaction of Polly Mcin- 
tosh, although Polly never had a 
word to say. Polly never’ ap- 
proved of the marriage to Henry 
second, She never approved of 
some of the ways in which 
France spent money. As a loyal 
employee she kept her silence 

The Wilmington cranberry 
bog was also cared for more 
intensively. It is probable that 
the stories of how France sat 
behind the cranberry house on 
Middlesex Avenue and watched 
the French women at work 
harvesting cranberries stem 
from this period. The French 
women, of course, came from 
Columbia Street, only a few feet 
away.

Who was the fifth person, the 
non-Frenchman in the picture of 
the Eel Brook Frenchmen, in the 
Town Crier on January 5th? The 
Town Crier incorrectly iden- 
tified him as Martin Nee of 
Harris Street 

It was Christopher Festus 
Nee. He came from Ireland, as 
did his wife Bridget, and they 
were the parents of Martin Nee, 

Martin Nee joined the US 
Navy and in World War I was a 
Chief Petty Officer, He was 
serving on board the USS Jacob 
Jones, a destroyer, when that 
vessel was sunk by a torpedo 
from a German submarine off 
the coast of Iréland. The Jacob 
Jones was the first American 
destroyer sunk in that war and 
another ship named Jacob Jones 
was sunk in World War II 

Christopher had another son, 
Michael, who is remembered by 
some Wilmington people today 
His son, Billy, is the acting 
deputy chief of the Wilmington 
Fire Department. Billy's son, 
Christopher, named for his 


great-grandfather, is the 
operator of the new water 
treatment plant off Butters 
Row 

The picture was evidently 
taken by Mildred Holt, daughter 


of the Wilmington Postmaster 
Mildred worked in a Boston 
studio, and about the time of the 
Spanish American War started 
taking pictures around 
Wilmington. Her pictures were 
wonderful, both in a technical 
and an editorial sense. She was 
taking pictures up to the time of 
Wilmington's Bicentennial in 
1930. 
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good" type of story. It was a 
unique story, at any event 
There were a lot of stories 
about this period, and most, of 
them she was drinking 
alcoholic beverages while she 
watched the women at work. 
The source of water for the 
cranberry bog was Mill Brook, 
that stream which flows under 
Clark Street and Middlesex 
Avenue to Chui Street near 
the Methodist Church. Every 
fall the water had to be diverted, 
to flood the cranberry bog, and 
prevent the vines from freezing 
during the winter. In the spring 
the water would drain by a 
stream that is now under 
ground, and which crosses 
Church Street near the present 
location of the U.S. Post Office. 
The diversion of Mill Brook 
caused floods in the cellar of 
Sydney Buck who lived in what 
is today the Cavanaugh home, at 
6 Middlesex Avenue. Naturally 
Sydney didn’t like that 
It is said that the cellar of the 
house across the street, where 
Ann and Bruce Belason live 
today, was also flooded. There is 
no proof, but France did: buy

Rose Manning was a 
gracious lady who always spoke 
of France Hiller as a quiet and 
refined lady, 

Celia Carter became the 
housekeeper, sometime in the 
late 1890s. Irish born, she had 
been Celia Sweeney and lived in 
North Reading. About 1885 Celia 
became the housekeeper for Mr 
and Mrs. Johnathan L. Carter of 
Woburn Street. Jonathan, who 
lived near West Street, ina large 
farmhouse that still stands, was 
a brother of many of the famous

Mrs. Carter was the former

Sitting bull(dozer) 
leads to warpath 


Jim Bussolari lives on 
Dufresne Drive in Tewksbury. 
Thomas Borgal lives on Seventh 
Street, also in Tewksbury. Both 
men were at the planning board 
meeting Monday evening with 
the same complaint 

Someone else was building a 
house, or houses, and they were 
being left in the lurch through no 
fault of their own. 

Bi olari, who was ac- 
companied by his wife, lives ina 
new real estate development, 
called River Park. He has been 
having, he told the board, some 
unhappy experiences with the 
developer, Jean Cormier 

According to Bussolari the 
water service near his home 
broke on Halloween Eve 
Someone called Cormier who 
came down and started a 
bulldozer. The service that 
broke was apparently made of 
plastic and it seems that Cor- 
mier replaced it with a copper 
pipe. Then he left the bulldozer, 
so Bussolari said, on his 
(Bussolari’s) lawn and it has 
been there ever since 

Bussolari said he had called 
Cormier a numbr of times on the 
telephone and had no return 
call, He called at the office, and 
at a restaurant at which Cor. 
mier is supposed to be the 
owner. There was no response. 

Not only that, but there was, 
he said, an open manhole which 
was “like a sewer" on a neigh- 
bor’s property, and neigh 
borhood Kids were in danger of 
falling in. Bussolari had pictures 
which he exhibited to members 
of the planning board 

Bussolari had called the 
police, and had been advised 
that the bulldozer was’on private 
property and the police could do 
nothing about it. He had also, he 
told the planning board, called 
his own attorney, The advice 
wi ‘Don't move it."’ [f there 
were any damages, the attorney 
said, Bussolari would have to 


pay 
Bussolari called a towing 
company. They refused to touch 


it 

Further, Bussolari related, in 
an adjoining lot of land the 
developer had buried a bunch of 
tree stumps, When the party 
who bought that lot started work 
nothing was dug up except those 
stumps 

The planning board was very 
sympathetic. chairman Joe 
Doherty wanted to get the ad- 
vice of town counsel and to set 


up a procedure to cancel the 
approval. Cormier, Doherty 
said, has a $2,000 bond. 

David Cook thought that 
wasn't much. It could be, he 
said, that the bank owns the land 
and that Cormier has a ‘‘zero 
equity.” 

Robert Sullivan believed the 
bank would react. “If he has a 
mortgage the bank won't let it 
go." 

By unanimous vote the board 
voted to send letters to the town 
counsel and then to Mr. Cor- 
mier. The last letter would 
notify Cormier that there would 
be a public hearing on January 
24, at 7:30 p.m. for the purpose 
of rescinding the approval for 
River Park. They voted, too, to 
send a copy of the leter to the 
bank that holds the mortgage 

Doherty doesn't believe the 
developer will show up for the 
hearing 

In the case of Tom Borgal, 
who was also accompanied by 
his wife, a man had been 
building a home next door, and 
had moved into the home, he 
said, without having received an 
occupancy permit from the 
town. The only permit had been 
to erect a dwelling 

There had been a mortgage 
for $47,000, and the bank had 
foreclosed. The property had 
sold at public auction 
Monday morning. 

A wall had been planned: It 
was not put up. There was a 
culvert near Borgal's property 
which had become filled with 
sand as a result. Things in the 
neighborhood were a mess. he 
didn't know who the new owner 
was. 

Robert Sullivan carried on the 
discussion. The owner, he said, 
should not have been allowed to 
build without a bond payable to 
the town. He moved in without 
an occupancy permit. It was 
against the law. “We should get 
that bank book."’ 

The planning board will send 
letters to the building inspector 
and to the Andover Bank, which 
has the mortgage, telling that 
bank that it should inform the 
new owner that there are some 
laws to be obeyed. 

In other business George 
Donovan was elected the 
planning board member of a 
seven person committee, 
proposed by the selectmen on 
Dec, 12, to present budget 
figures to the annual town 
meeting which will be on con. 
formity with Proposition 2+

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Department of Youth Services 
moves offices to Wilmington 


by Debbi Michals 

Justice comes to Wilmington 
That is, one of the branch offices 
of the state juvenile justice 
system - the Department of 


Youth Services (DYS) - has 
recently moved to town. 
According to Bill Perkins, 


coordinator of casework 
supervisors, DYS came to 
Wilmington in early November 
1982 as & result of an effort by 
the DYS central administration 
in Boston to coordinate the 
seven regional offices into five 
Wilmington was considered part 


of region three with 
headquarters in Concord, he 
explained. After the con 


solidation effort, region four in 
Middleton was combined with 
region three to become the 
northeast region and the new 
headquarters are located at 122 
West St., Wilmington 

Although this facility is not the 
place where youths carry out 
their sentence or receive any 
kind of treatment, a lot of work 
does get done. Here, 17 
caseworkers handling ‘ap 
proximately 20 cases at any one 
lime prepare a history for each 
juvenile they are working with 
to determine the best treatment 
for that child’s problem. This 
history includes a psycho - social 
history, educational history, 
legal history, and in many cases 
may involve having the youth 
meet with a psychologist or a 
psychiatrist for a more in- depth 
diagnosis, This information is 
then used in considering “what 
is the most ideal si 
child,’ Perkins s 

Each worker is assigned to an 
area of court jurisdicton within 
the region such as Woburn 
District Court, Perkins went on. 
Aside from, that, they were all 
required té become familiar 
with the towns that the youths 
they deal with live in, They get 
to know the size of the town as 
well as the police and fire 
departments in order to com- 
plete the picture of each 
youngster’s background 

Over 9 percent of all the 
juveniles sent to DYS have had 
some sort of problem that can be 
best treated by placing the child 
ina group home, foster home or 
boarding school of some sort, 
Perkins said. These types of 
treatment get the child away 
from a problem environment 


and into one that may foster 
improvement 


The remaining 10 percent 
could be sent to “secure 
treatment facilities,” Perkins 


said, depending on the severity 
of the crime committed. The 
children sent here are “the most 
grievous offenders,” he said, 
citing examples of crimes such 
as murder and rape. The facility 
treats 12-18 such youths with 
education and counseling. The 
youths are given an_ in- 
determinate sentence to the 
facility where they are kept until 
DYS determines that the 
treatment has worked. Also, 
Perkins said, they can only hold 
a person until he is 23, at which 
time, regardless of whether the 
treatment has worked, the youth 
must be released and allowed to 
re-enter society 

Part of that 10 percent, too, he 
said, is made up of offenders of 
crimes less serious than those 
mentioned above. Juveniles who 
have been charged with crimes 
such as attempted rape or minor 
ssault and battery would also 
be likely to be sentenced to a 
secure treatment facility, but 
for a shorter time period 

These facilities are just what 
the name implies, secure places. 
Perkins said that the youths are 
kept there and watched closely 
for the entire duration of their 
with personal freedoms 
restricted 

Once a juvenile is released 
from a facility such as the one 
mentioned above, however, his 
treatment has not stopped 
aid DYS has a strong 
* program for the 
handles.

systematic movement down the 


ladder of restrictiveness. For 
example, after being released 
from a secure facility, the youth 
may be sent to a foster home for 
a while before going back to his 
home community. And even 
once he returns home, he may 
be required to undergo Cost 
seling. The final step is usually 
parental supervision or DYS 
parole. Throughout the entire 
process, he explained, the youth 
is meeting with his caseworker, 
who makes certain that the 
treatment is progressing 
smoothly 

“All youngsters’ who come to 
our department have to be court 
- involved,’ Perkins said, ex-

TAXES 


Without realizing it, you may be 
paying more taxes than you have 
to, especially if you prepare your 
own tax return, Many taxpayers 
either forget or don't know about 
many legitimate tax strategies 
and deductions that can bring 
them bigger refunds, says the 
Massachusetts Society of CPAs. 

Yespyou can still do it yourself, 
but be careful. Overlooking major 
deductions is not the only 
problem. The most common 
mistakes made on tax returns are 
simple mathematical errors 
Besides that many filers will take 
an incorrect figure from the tax 
charts, or use the wrong chart for 
their filing status. The IRS 
generally will catch this kind of 
error but it’s up to you to be on the 
look-out for all the benefits you 
are entitled to. 

Could you and your spouse save 
by filing separate returns? Do 
you know if you qualify for in 
come averaging? How can you be 
sure you haven't overlooked 
deductions you should claim? 

Remember that in order to save 
you often have to fill out special 
tax forms in addition to the 
Standard 1040 and 1040A. Before 
you start to work on your taxes 
find out where you can go for such 
forms as the 2106 (“Employee 
Business Expenses’), or 
“Schedule G tfor income 
averaging). The forms’ are 
usually available from the IRS, 
from the post office, some banks, 
or a CPA or tax preparer. 

While most peopte know about 
the advantages of itemizing their

deductions, some unusual 
deductions are easily forgotten 
For example, did you know that if 
you have a second job, you can 
deduct your travel costs for going 
from one job to the other? This 
deduction also applies to the costs 
for travel from work to school, if 
the education helps advance you 
+ within your current profe: 

you can deduct your edu 
costs, you can also deduct the 
costs of traveling from work to 
school 

If you had a big jump in income 
last year — perhaps you became 
a two-paycheck family you 
may find yourself in a higher tax 
bracket. One way you may be 
able to reduce the bigger tax bite, 
CPAs note, is by income 
averaging. 

The best way to see if you 
vbenefit {rom income averaging is 
to try working it out on “Schedule 
G." Add up your taxable income 
for the years 1978 to 1981. Then 
take 30 percent of that total and 
add $3,000. If your taxable income 
for the year 1982 exceeds that 
amount, you could. qualify for 
income averaging. 

Although most married couples 


routinely file a joint’ return 
because of the lower tax rate, 
there are times when filing 


parate returns could actually 
save money 
‘This could happen if one spouse 
«had heavy medical expense 
during the year. For the 1982 
year you can only deduct those 
medical expenses that exceed 
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. Be careful if you plan 
"on doing your own 


three percent of* your adjusted 
gross income. 

By using separate returns, two- 
income couples can: claim a 
bigger deduction for the medical 
costs. For instance, if one spouse 
had an income of $15,000 and 
medical expenses of $3,000, a 
substantial medical deduction 
can be claimed on a separate 
return, Three percent of $15,000 is 
$450, so $2,550 of the medical 
expenses are deductible. 

When you file separate returns 
you will lose the new five percent 
marital deduction for two-earner 
couples. That deduction can only 
be claimed on a joint return 

However, it doesn't matter in 
our example because the $2,550 
deduction is much greater than 
the marital deduction (which 
would be $750 if the income of 
$15,000 is from the lower-earning 
spouse) 

If you have dependent children, 
you have still another way to save 
on your taxes. Most working 
parents take the special tax credit 
for child care expenses, but may 
not know you can pay a relative, 
such as a grandparent to babysit 
a child, and include that pay in 
your tax credit 
Ss long as the relative is not 
also one of your dependents, you 
can pay him or her for child care 
and write off a percentage of the 
cost from your taxes. Don't forget 
this credit is subtracted directly 
from your tax bill, not your in 


come. So, dollar for dollar a 
credit is now more than a 
deduction

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Financial aid for college 


May be a rerun of last 
year’s problems, but 
money is available

Through no fault of their own many de 
serving students did not receive financial aid 
for college last year. 

Not because the money wasn’t there, and 
not because they didn’t ask for it, But because 
both the Congress and the Department of 
Education did noi have their aet together over 
proposed budget cuts and regulations govern 
Ing eligibility 

All indications point to many of the same 
problems this year The New England Board 
of Higher Education reports the government 
is already two months behind in printing the 
necessary forms 

But students « 


n do two things, at least, to 
lessen them. First. apply early for all finan 
cial aid. Second. be patient and persistent in 
your search for funds and work closely with 
college financial aid officials 

“This is particularly s

A record $16 billion in aid was distributed 
last year. Even more will be available for the

for aid." Mr McCarty said. “t infortunately 
they are some of the very ones who have been 
frightened away by the publicity surrounding 
the aid cuts. 

Special efforts are also being made to aid 
middle-income families, the ones most se 
verely affected by the cuts. *In many cases, 
Mr. McCarty stressed, “these families are 
eligible for assistance."” Number of children 
in college, cost of the college the student plans 
to attend, family size and assets. and many 
other factors are taken into account 

Most aid is awarded on the basis of need 
College aid officers conduct a careful analysis 
to determine how much a family can pay to- 
ward a student's education. The difference 
between the expected family contribution and 
the total cost of attending a college is called 
demonstrated need 

Because costs vary from college to col 
lege. the student's demonstrated need will 
vary as well 

Theoretically, the family’s contribution re- 
mains about the same. A student could attend 
a high-cost college for the same cash outlay 
as an inexpensive institution and should not 
tule out any college choice on the basis of cost 
alone. Aid packages from several colleges 
should be compared before making a 
decision. 

The time to apply for aid is now. Many col 
leges, particularly highly selective ones like 
Lafayette, prefer to have the forms filed by 
February. Start with your high school guid: 
ance counselor or college financial aid offi: 
cer. Find out what forms each college re- 
quires and when they must be filed. 
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You may have to complete several forms. 
The Financial Aid Form (F AF) of the College 
Scholarship Service is required by many col- 
leges and allows a student to be considered 
for most types of aid. A nominal fee ($6.50 for 
the first college. $4.50 for each additional) is 
charged [or the service 

In at least 30 states the FAF can be used to 
be considered for a state grant. Some states 
require a separate application. Students ap- 
plying for only a Pell Grant fill out a free 
federal application 

ou will also have to complete your col- 
lege’s own application forms, and yet another 
document if you are applying to your local 
bank for a Guaranteed Student Loan (GSL) 
If parents are divorced, colleges may require 
information from both natural parents, 

The forms a based on federal income tax 
figures. If you have not yet completed your 
income tax return, you may estimate the fig- 
ures so that the process will not be delayed 
You will have an opportunity to correct the 
figures later on 

In fact, colleges must validate almost all 
Pell Grant and GSL applications against a 
copy of the family’s income tax return. Be 
sure the figures on the various forms agree. 
Keep copies of all applications and correspon- 
dence. You will have to refer to them often 
during the process and even when reapplying 
the following year

The old rule of thumb was to spend 25 
percent of one’s net income on housing. In 
other words, the monthly payment should 
have been no more than a week's take-home 
pay 

But times change and so do the rules. As 
housing prices have escalated, the percent 
age of income which most people spend on 
their shelter has climbed as well 

Annual payments on mortgage principal, 
taxes, and interest now run about one-third 
of most households’ after-tax income. How- 
ever, they can run much higher, from 35 to 
45 percent, according to Warren Matthews. 
senior economist of the Mortgage Bankers 
Association. The higher figures often may 
include the cost of utilities 

It, many lenders have relaxed 
their underwriting standards for how much 
income potential homeowne ay devote 
to their purchase. Mr. Matthews says that 
the old rule of about 25 percent may have 
been unnecessarily conservative 

With high interest rates and prices, 
lenders have relaxed these guidelines, and 
with good results,” Mr. Matthews says. 

‘They have found that they can allow people 
to pay a larger percentage of their income 
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Portion of personal income 
spent on housing is rising 


Many lenders have relaxed guidelines 
for mortgages, and so far it is working 
out; some,buyers are finding sellers 
willing to help with necessary financing 


and continue to do well.” 

‘The reasons, he suggests, are such fac 
tors as more two-income families, which 
can absorb higher costs, and decisions to de- 
lay having children, thereby keeping finan: 
cial commitments low 

Robert Gough of Data Resources Inc. in 
Lexington, Mass.. says the median mort 
gage percentage currently is about 38 
percent — “way above the rule of thumb 
which most financial institutions permit 
Creative financing, in which a buyer might 
take ona mortgage as well as receive assis: 
tance from the seller, can push the percent 
age up 


Mortgage burdens vary by area of the 


country. For example, buyers are particu 


rly hard hit in parts of California, where 


housing costs have skyrocketed, but in 
comes have remain moderate. Prices in the 
Northeast and the north-central states re 
main lower than in faster-growth areas of 
the United States 

In metropolitan Boston, the typical house 
with three bedrooms and a two-car garage 
costs about $95,000. In Chicago, by contrast. 
it costs only $80,000. But the same house in 
Houston will run $110,000, and in Los Ange: 
les it will shoot up to $175,000, says Don 
Ursin, president of Coldwell Banker 
Thorson, a nationwide real estate 
brokerage 

Thus, buyers who move may face the 
choice of either scaling down their living 
style or carrying a much heavier mortgage 
in order to buy the kind of house they want 


Heavier mortgage burdens have contrib 
uted to the perception of some buyers that it 
takes a two-income household to buy the 
house of one's choice. According to a recent 
Louis Harris poll, 67 percent of those in the 
$18,000-50,000 income bracket felt that this 
was so. The figure for households earning 
under $18,000 was 71 percent 

Samuel J. McDonald, a Weston, Mass. 
realtor has a program to help interested 
spouses of transferees find jobs, because 
without the second income, purchasing the 
house of the couple's choice may be diffi- 
cult, if not impossible. The majority of fam- 
ilies he serves earn two paychecks. 

At Provident Institution for Savings and 
Loans in Boston, assistant vice-president 
William Mullin sé that the bank's usual 
income ratio is 28 percent, although it 
varies, depending on the individual's long: 
term debts as well as the size of the down 
payment, which thus adds to his investment 
in the building 

Mr. Mullin cautions against exceeding a 
reasonable mortgage-debt ratio for a buyer 

“There's nothing worse you can do than 
put someone i s 
Mullin says. “Even if the person keeps up 
the payments, then the maintenance of the 
place might slip and decrease its value.

‘Army COHORT plan keeps 
unit together, builds morale 


Higher reenlistment, better discipline 
among results in tests of new program

When Maxwell Thurman was a young 
Ueutenant in the United States Army back in 
the 1950s, he stayed with the same unit for 
five years. His group of officers and enlisted 
men developed close bonds as they trained 
and were shipped overseas together. 

In the intervening years, however, sol 
diers have been moved about individ 
ually. Officers acknowledge that effective 
ness has suffered, particularly in the 
combat arms — infantry, artillery. and ar 
mor — where mutual trust, understanding.

and leadership are so important on the bat- 
tlefield. This was most evident in Vietnam. 

Today, with three stars on his shoulders, 
Lieutenant General Thurman is heading an 
army program to reestablish unit cohesive- 
ness and esprit de corps. Patterned after the 
British and Canadian regimental system, 
the program will see increasing numbers of 
companies and eventually _ battalions 
formed and deployed here and abroad 

Initial indicators from the Army's pilot 
project, COHORT (cohesion, operational 
Teadiness, training), are positive. In test 
units where soldiers are together from ini- 
tal training through overseas tours to dis- 
charge (or reenlistment) retention is up. 
discipline problems are down, there are 
fewer racial and ethnic cliques. and greater 
unit pride ts evident, according to those who 
command COHORT companies. 

When a soldier from Fort Carson, Colo. 
was married, for example, his entire pla: 
toon (and other members of his company as 
well) attended in uniform. On Thanksgiv: 
ing, all members of the company had dinner 


in the mess hall in uniform, although this 
was not required. Soldiers normally are 
given a week to complete the bureaucratic 
process before shipping overseas. But the 
first sergeant for a COHORT company 
headed for Germany cleared his unit for 
transfer in three hours because the paper 
work could be completed all at once. 

The Army's chief of staff, Gen. Edward 
C. Meyer, says the families of service men 
and women are considered in the new sys 
tem. Returning to the same stateside post as 
often as possible “provides for the develop- 
ment of community ties, improved opportu: 
nity for family investments, jobs, and social 
ties," General Meyer told a congressional 
panel during Army budget hearings. 

“We believe this closer sense of affili 
ation with otbertamilies will reduce many 
of the anxiefies al iated with moving 
overseas,” General Meyer said. But he 
noted one related potential problem: “Re- 
gional recruiting could result in large num: 
bers of casualties from one community dur- 
ing war and limited conflicts." 

To date, 40 companies of about 160 sol 
diers each have been formed as COHORT 
units, with 10 companies in basic training, 28 
at posts in the US, and two deployed to Ger: 
many. About a dozen such units will be over: 
seas by the end of 1983, and the program will 
expand to a total of 80 companies by 1985. 

Under the new system. these companie: 
will stay together for three years (the typi 
cal enlistment period). This includes an 18: 
month tour in Europe. Alaska, or Panama 
with families. or 12 months in Korea with 
family members remaining at the home 
base. For those making a career of the 
Army, it is expected that they will return to 
their regiments after breaks for special 
training or Pentagon tours 

In recent months, officers note. the Army 
force has improved in quality and stability 
More than 85 percent of new recruits are 
high-school graduates, and the shortfall in 
experienced noncommissioned officers has 
dropped significantly. In addition, the aver- 
age length of tour for senior commanders 
has grown from 18 months to 30 months.

Indoor space heaters

© A host of big-budget movies are headed for American 
screens, from “Tootsie” to "Superman III" and “Revenge of 
the Jedi." About 20 of these “megabuck" items will carry 
price tags of $20 million or more 


© At the same time. interest has zoomed in on low-budget 
projects. Variety, the entertainment trade paper. reports a 
new vogue for shooting on a 
shoestring. During the past pro 
duction year. the major studios 
have launched some two dozen 
films tagged at $5 million or less

average 
Most of these will soon be visible at local theaters. Their 
success or failure could help determine the future trend of

Holocaust drama 


The movie version of Sophie's Choice eliminates most of 
the sensationalism and sexual horseplay that diluted the 
original novel by William Styron. The emphasis of the film is 
on the historical dimensions of the story, and their meaning 
for three flawed but credible characters 

There are digressions into low humor, vulgarity, and 
melodrama But the overall result is a serious though 
harrowing journey into the dark corners of this century 
marked by a compassionate approach and even a fillip of 
optimism at the 


Set in 1947. the story is narrated by Stingo, a young South: 
ern writer. Newly arrived in Brooklyn, he strikes up a friend- 
ship with Sophie. a non-Semitic survivor of the Auschwitz 
concentration camp, and Nathan, her brilliant but unstable 
Jewish boyfriend 

Between them, these figures embody such concepts as 
Jewish suffering, European ambivalence, and American in 
action. The main theme of the story is the mental and moral 
turbulence that has been a pervasive legacy of the Holocaust. 
a subject still crying out for study and understanding. In its 
most memorable episodes, the film probes the lingering pres 
ence of the Holocaust in the lives of those affected by it 
whether directly or indirectly 
s written and directed by Alan J. Pakula, a generally 
tasteful and intelligent filmmaker, the movie leaves out most 
of the book's boisterous subplots. It also jettisons the autobio- 
graphical and confessional elements that Styron/Stingo in- 
dulged in, further tightening the story and eliminating some 
of its cheaper elements

But abruptness is not a bad correlative for twists of exper- 
tence that are dictated by the inscrutable logic of history, 
rather than the everyday flow of personality. It heightens the 
urgency of its message about the need to confront and come 
to terms with the residue of recent Western history 

Although the performances are of mixed quality, their 
level is generally high. Meryl Streep gives her deepest and 
fullest screen portrayal to date, carrying the complicated 
Sophie from sunny Brooklyn afternoons to the reeking mud 
fields of Auschwitz. With her studied Polish accent and 
catchy mannerisms, she verges on gimmicky "schtick" now 
and then. Yet she usually finds the hidden crux of even frivo- 
Jous-seeming moments, bringing cut some quirk of character 
that adds to the film’s cumulative effect. 


From a French comedy 


The Toy is based on a middling-good French comedy of a 
few years back, by filmmaker Francis Veber. The plot is set 
in motion by a spoiled little boy, who is offered anything he 
wants from a toy store. What he insists on “owning” isa man 
employed there — who Is talked into humoring the child, and 
eventually becomes the friend he desperately needs 

If it had been handled properly, Donner's version of “The 
Toy” could have been more resonant than its French fore- 
bear. since it stresses the implications of racial prejudice 
and class distinction, The child is the son of a white million 
aire, while the “‘toy’’ is a black journalist whose color has 
kept him out of work in the Southern community where he 
lives. 

Donner plays up the socially conscious angle. In fact, at 
the climax, the “toy” and his young pal print a newspaper 
exposing the corruption of the millionaire, thus crusading for 
justice and enlightenment. 

But good intentions count for little when stacked up 
against the sheer messiness of this movie, which stumbles 
from comedy to drama to vulgar farce without making a 
single scene work. It's sad to see the talents of Pryor and 
Jackie Gleason wasted, along with a well-meaning and somex 
times clever story line. There's little excuse for such trite 
and careless filmmaking from experienced Hollywood work 
ers. “The Toy” is a most disappointing Christmas present.

Canned Hams 


anned ham offers a lot of meat 
for a relatively low price — one good 
reason it's often the entree for special 
meals. Half of the 18 domestic and 
eight imported canned hams tested 
for taste and textyre by Consumer 
Reports sensory consultants would 
hardly be considered party fare 
The consultants say that the flavor 
of an excellent ham is a well-bal 
d combination of saltiness, 
sweetness, some spiciness, and the 
taste of cured meat, The meat should 
be firm and tender and made from 
only one or a few large pieces of 
meat, so it won't tear when sliced. An 
excellent ham should be mostly pink; 
the meat should be consistently lean 
without gristle, bone chips or shank 
meat 


None of the hams tested could me: 
all the requirements of that standard 
of excellence 

SUll, six domestic hams (Armour’s 
Golden Star Petite Filet, Dak Quality 
American, Armour Golden Star Filet 
of Ham, Swift Premium The Hostess 
Ham, Thomas E. Wilson Masterpiec 
and Armour) and three imported 
hams (Atalanta Polish, Unox and 
Celebrity) were all rated Very Good 

Most of the rest were rated lower 
in taste and texture. Some were too 
salty or bitter. The worst ones had too 
much fat and gristle, and ranged 
from mushy to rubbery in texture 

Sodium and fat add flavor to meat 
And ham usually has plenty of both 
In fact, finding a ham that’s low in 


both is tricky. The Rath Black Hawk 
Honey Glazed ham had the lowest 
amount of sodium — 510 milligrams 
per 3 ounce serving — but it con 
tained the highest amount of fat — 13 
grams per serving. The imported 
Celebrity ham had the lowest fat con 
tent — only one gram per 3 ounce 
serving. And yet, at 1,000 milligrams 
per serving, it had one of the highest 
sodium levels. The domestic hams 
tested had more than twice the fat 
content of the imports. 

Five of the hams tested are non 
perishable they don't require 
refrigeration until after they're 
opened. Buf Consumer Reports senso 
ry consultants caution you not to 
expect a non-perishable ham to taste
